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ABSTRAGT 

The paper lists 364 species and varieties belonging to 114 genera of family Poaceae 
occurring in the Kamataka State. The occurrence of the taxa is indicated districtwise within 
the State. One species is reported as new distributional record for India and 26 species for the 
Sute. 


The family Poaceae is one of the largest 
and widely distributed families including 
many prime cereals and fodders besides 
being useful for paper, pulp, sugar, soil- 
binding, lawns & essential or aromatic oils, 
etc. A thorough knowledge of the grass 
flora is essential and it has attracted the at- 
tention of plant breeders, taxonomists and 
ecologists. Since Hooker’s (1896) account 
of Indian grasses, significant advańces have 
beem madę on the taxonomy of Poaceae and 
many new species deseribed. Though Bor 
(1940) had earlier published on the Poaceae 
of Assam, his subsequent book (1960) is a 
monumental account .dealing with nearly 
1200 species from the entire Indian sub- 
continent. 

There are many large and smali publica- 
tions on the flora of peninsular India but 
there is no separate flora for the State of 
Karnataka. Among the pioneers in the 
nineteenth and early twentieth centuries 
who had worked on the flora of Mysore 
are Buchanan-Hamilton (1807), Cameron 
(1880, 1894) and Meebold (1909) though the 
account of grasses in their work is negli- 
gible. Before the reorganisation of the 
Botanical Survey of India, there had been 
many floristic accounts from workers in 
Bangalore and Mysore Universities; these 
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include works of Thirumalachar, Khan & 
Swamy (1^42), Thirumalachar, Razi & 
Swamy (1949), Venkatesh & Govindu (1946), 
Razi (1946, 1950), Govindu (1949, 1950), 
Desai & Murthy (1950) Narasimhachar 
(1952). Barnes (1944) account of Biligirl- 
rangan hills and Khan’s flora of Hyderabad 
(1953) pertain to the generał flora of selected 
regions of Karnataka only. Razi’s (1950, 
1955) bibliographic account for Karnataka 
covers the various publications on taxonomy 
& floristics before the reorganisation of 
Botanical Survey of India. 

Since the reorganisation of Botanical Sur- 
vey of India, its research workers have pub¬ 
lished many floristic accounts (though not 
essentially on Poaceae), notable amongst 
them being Arora (1964), Rao & Sastry 
(1964), Kammathy et al (1967), Raghavan 
(1964, 1970, 1971), Naithani (1966), Desh- 
pande & Singh (1976) etc. Subsequently 
there has been renewed interest in floristics 
& taxonomy from the Universities of My¬ 
sore & Bangalore, resulting in publication 
by Govindu & Thirumalachar (1960), Ram- 
aswamy (1964) & Ramaswamy and Razi 
(1967, 1968). Intensive explorations of the 
various districts of drier tracts of Karnataka 
State as well as the floristically rich Shi- 
moga, Chikmagalur and South Kanara dis¬ 
tricts have been recently taken up by the 
Botanical Survey of India as part of the pro- 
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jects on the Flora of Karnataka and this 
work is nearing completion. Rao & Razi 
(1974) have published an account of the 
“Flowering Plants of Mysore University 
Campus” dealing with 432 species and Yo- 
ganarasimhan, Subramanyam & Razi (1977) 
have worked on the flora of Chikmagalur 
district enumerating 608 species under 411 
genera & 127 famihes. Recently, Rama- 
swamy & Razi (1973) from Mysore Uni- 
versity as also Saldanha & Nicolson (1976) 
in collaboration with Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Washington have published complete 
floras of Bangalore & Hassan districts res- 
pectively. 

Papers dealing exclusively with Poaceae 
of Karnataka are few and they do not 
cover the en tire State. Cooke (1908) as well 
as Blatter & McCann (1934) confine their 
accounts of Poaceae to the districts of North 
Kanara, Belgaum, Bijapur and Dharwar. 
Similarly Fischer’s account (1934) covers 
only the southernmost part of the State. 
Achariar & Mudaliar (1921) were the first 
to publish on South Indian Grasses. 
Govindu & Thirumalachar (1949, 1952) have 
published on the grass flora of Mysore 
along with the vernacular names. Prasad & 
Gadgil (1977) have published on “Conserva- 
tion of Bamboo Resources of Karnataka” 
dealing with aspects on occurrence, distri- 
bution and plant associates of Bambusa 
arundinacea & Dendrocalamus strictus, fac- 
tors affecting bamboo regeneration and their 
utilisation in industries, etc. From Bota- 
nical Survey of India, Jain besides publish- 
ing an exhaustive bibliography on the fami- 
ly Poaceae (1961, 1972) has also dealt with 
the Indian genera, Cynodon (1967), Mani- 
suris (1070) & Arthraxon (1972). Raizada 
& Jain have worked on the genus Capilli- 
pedium (1952). Karthikeyan (1971, 1971 a) 
has published notes on the genus Panicum 
besides also contributing to the family 
Poaceae of the Flora of the Presidency of 
Madras. Ramaswamy & Razi (1973) record 
95 species of Poaceae under 55 genera from 


Bangalore and Saldanha & Nicolson (1976) 
account for 141 species under 78 genera for 
Hassan District. 

During the last 4-5 years, scientific wor- 
kers from Botanical Survey of India, 
St. Xavier’s College, Bombay & Marathwada 
University have described many new spe¬ 
cies of Poaceae that occur generally along 
the Western ghats or from peninsular India 
but many of which are also distributed in 
Karnataka proper. Almeida (1975) has re¬ 
cently described a new species of Capillipe- 
dium from Shimoga district. As indicated 
already the present account of Poaceae of 
Karnataka is based on first hand Informa¬ 
tion gathered during the intensive explora- 
tion of the various districts of Karna¬ 
taka for the last 4-5 years by the authors 
themselves besides data collected from the 
herbarium or published work. An attempt 
has been madę to enumerate all the species 
and varieties of Poaceae recorded from 
Karnataka up-to-date but only a limited bib¬ 
liography is given. 

Cooke (1908) as well as Blatter & Mc¬ 
Cann (1934) list 244 and 318 species and 
varieties respectively from the entire Bom¬ 
bay Presidency and Fischer (1934) lists 410 
species and varieties for Madras Presidency, 
both of which include only a part of Kar¬ 
nataka. In this paper 364 species and varie- 
ties belonging to 114 genera have been 
enumerated. Nomenclature has been 
brought up-to-date as far as possible and 
both the genera as well as species have been 
arranged alphabetically. Only the valid 
names have been cited and for basionyms 
and various synonyms, Bor (1960) may be 
referred to. Whenever the nomenclature 
differs from that of Bor, the synonym as 
found in Bor is also given. Generic as well 
as specific keys have been provided. To ex- 
plain key to genera, diagnostic groups cf 
characters mentioned in the keys have been 
diagrametically represented. The numbers 
mentioned in the text figures refer to the 
numbers in the key. 
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The occurrence of the taxa is indicated 
districtwise within the State. On the first 
hand the districts for which the herbarium 
specimens are present in the regional her¬ 
barium at the Western Circle (BSI) are 
noted- These are followed by the districts 
mentioned by various authors of the publish- 
ed works in alphabetic order. However, if 



the district has been covered by any of the 
former categories, it has not been duplicat- 
ed. The sequence of the districts is as 
shown in the given map of the State. The 
references which have been used rarely in 
the text are cited in fuli. However, for 
breyity the following abbreviations have 
been used. 

Of the species listed, 66 species marked t 
have been given merely on the basis of pub- 
lished reports and are not represented in 
the regional herbarium. 26 species marked 
* are new reports for the State and one 


species marked ** is a new record for India.
